The Bassett and Washburn Nurseries, containing one ot the 
largest palm nurseries in the world, may soon change hands 
after a long history of family ownership, to become, at least 
partially, an eventual subdivision, although Charles Lawrence 
Washburn, majority owner of the corporation, whose home is 
___.___ postmarked at the same ad¬ 
dress, points out that no prom¬ 
ises or contracts have as yet 
been made. 

The nursery, composed of 18 
acres under lath, includes 15 
acres of Kentia palms—a type 
of palm that has won popu¬ 
larity in hotels, churches and 
other dignified settings through¬ 
out the world. 

Since 1946, Bassett and Wash¬ 
burn also have been propagat¬ 
ing camellias and azaleas, 
more than 100,000 each, from 
special cuttings. However, the 
increase of smog in this area, 
Washburn says, has had a 
hampering effect on the grow¬ 
ing of the Kentia palms. 

if another nursery buys the 
property, as may be the case, 
its plan might include moving 
the palms, at least in part, to 
its own grounds, with the idea 
of eventually turning the va¬ 
cated portion of the Bassett and 
Washburn property into a sec¬ 
tion for private dwellings. 

The famous Kentia palm 
nursery has long been a land¬ 
mark in Sierra Madre, its origin 
in 1920 referring back to the 
days when Washburn’s father, 
Edgar Bassett Washburn, came 
to California in 1912. Edgar 
Washburn’s father had left a 
lumber business in Wisconsin 
years before to become a rose 
grower in Hinsdale, Illinois, 
along with his father-in-law, 
Orlando P. Bassett. With this

Stein quotes Judge Noble as 
having decided: ‘‘From the tes¬ 
timony it is obvious that the 
other party was the aggressor, 
and therefore the finding of the 
court is that this defendant 
(Hal Stein) is not guilty.”

According to Baker, 
ordinances here require that all 
trucks hauling refuse must be 
covered once they are filled. 

Similar ordinances, Baker 
points out, apply to the indi¬ 
vidual household garbage con¬ 
tainers that must have tight 
fitting covers to prevent leak¬ 
age or the escape of odors that 
would attract flies. 

Individual citizens, Baker 
says, can do much to lessen 
the fly menace.

Field manuscripts, personal 
possessions, heirlooms and 
household belongings which 
will be on exhibit tomorrow 
afternoon and evening in the 
home of his grandson, Eugene 
Field Englar, 405 Canon drive, 
might well be the envy of col¬ 
lectors and sheer pleasure to 
lovers of beautiful things. 

Shown will be his wife’s ■wed¬ 
ding veil of Chantilly lace and 
her wedding jewelry, Field fam¬ 
ily portraits, delicate old china 
as well as some original Can 
ton ware, old pewter plates and 
spoons dated 1729 belonging to 
an ancestor of Field’s, a Sarah 
Parsons, said to have been 
burned as a witch in Salem, 
Mass. 

Among the manuscripts on 
view will be that of “The Holy 
Cross,” a prose work designated 
by Field in his own handwrit¬ 
ing as “my favorite manu¬ 
script.” The original manuscript 
of "The Drum,” bought by John 
McCormack, singer, during 
World War I also will be in¬ 
cluded. 

Having a place in the exhibit 
will be a Heppelwhite table 
and mirror, circa 1769, from the 
poet’s home. Other items will 
be a cancelled check of Charles 
Dickens, a Wedgewood tea serv¬ 
ice, and a ginger jar which be¬ 
longed to Nathaniel Hawthorne 
and was presented to Field by 
Hawthorne’s son, Julian. 

Julian Hawthorne is said to 
have visited Sierra Madre a 
number of years ago and Field 
also was a visitor here at one 
time. 

Eugene Field’s eldest daugh¬ 
ter, Mary French Field, mother 
of Mr. Englar, lived in Alta- 
dena for many years. Great 
grandchildren of the poet, chil¬ 
dren of the Frederick Skiff 
Fields, now of Darien, Conn., 
were christened in Sierra Ma- 
dre’s Church of the Ascension. 


Sierra Madre’s John Ruskin 
chapter of the Daughters of the 
British Empire will be observ¬ 
ing an old English custom next 
Tuesday, Feb. 17, when it 
serves its Annual Shrove Tues¬ 
day Pancake Breakfast from 1 
a m. until 2 p.m. at the Wom¬ 
an’s Clubhouse.

The Expert Committee on 
Drugs to Produce Addiction, in 
the World Health Organization 
of the United Nations, has es¬ 
tablished this definition: “Drug 
addiction is a state of periodic 
or chronic intoxication detri¬ 
mental to the individual and to 
society, produced by the repeat¬ 
ed consumption of the drug.

history behind him, Edgar 
Washburn became attracted to 
a type of palm which was be¬ 
ing grown by a group of Catho¬ 
lic priests in California. 

Setting up an experimental 
station for the palms in the 
Hollywood vicinity of what now 
is the corner of Hollywood and 
Vine, Washburn later continued 
his development of the tree by 
establishing the Bassett and 
Washburn Kentta Palm Nur¬ 
series in Sierra Madre. 

Since those days, the nur¬ 
series have endured many dra¬ 
matic periods. They have weath¬ 
ered the famous "freezes” of 
1923, 1937, 1949 and 1950. 

“We’ve burned as much as 
20,000 gallons of kerosene dis¬ 
tillate in one night,” Washburn 
says. "But we've been usin'g a 
smokeless system since tne 
freeze of 1937.” 

Charles Lawrence Washburn 
has been actively engaged with 
the Kentia nurseries since 1935, 
his only absence from his work 
there occurring from 1942 until 
1946, when he emerged from 
the Navy at the end of the war 
as a Lieutenant Commander. 

lie now makes his home there

gave a legal opinion based on 
previous findings. 

The City of Sierra Madre, in
